ANCESTRAL WORSHIP. 
ee eg SS 

(Waltten expressly for the Howgkong Telegraph 

ae by a Canton Mandarin.) 
The worship of ancestors by the Chinese ts a 
cuttom which cannot bov atisibuted to the 
requirements of any existing religion. “Neltber 
{s there any prescribed law by which it is mado 
compulsory. It is more of a matier of fillal duty 
or traditionary habit than anything else. The 
hurtan instinct often directs us to enquire 
philosopblcally—to whom do we owe our 
existence? Belog thus prompted by this quess 
tlon, the consclentious rind turns at once te- 
qyaids the long ‘chain of our progenitors, and 
with prof und respect we say—''Irdeed we owe 
everything to our forsfathers.” The first man 
whoever contrived the ways and manners of 
showing his grativude to his, fo-ehearers has ever 
. ‘aloes been called a stge and a philosopher, He 
‘laid down such, mles-a3 were required and 
~ considered. most sultable_to the times and the 
characier ofthe pecple. These rules stand the 
same in almost every respect to-day a8 they were 
© four or five’thousand years ago. Time wrought 
them into custom, and custom bas mado them 
jato unwritten laws, They have been 
‘observed and resp.cied by all classes through 
all the dynasties, and yet. there was never alaw 
passed which punished neglect In the perform- 
ance ef these rites. Accordiag to, the Chincso ' 
history of the mythical age of “Sul Yeu,” when 
fue was fist discovered, people only koew thelr 
mothers and ,recegaiz:d no fathers. ‘Even at 
. Uhat early agethe buinaa tnind began to ques- 
“tion the right way of worshipping God. The 
discoverer of fire is sald. by legend to have thought 
the raw meat offered on the altar to be dise 
xespect{ul to the deity, s0 be invented the means 
fof making fire by rubbing, two pieces of wood 
against each other and tbus caused artificial 
~~ flame ta be born, With.the fire thos kdndied, the 
« flesh of birds and beasts was cooked before belog 
offered to God or the gods. This worship was 
commenced at the time when Ching was jaa 
state of barbarism and about 600 years before the 
Chinese Flood, or anywhere from 2853 B.C. to 
4854 B.C. People at this time or in this perlod 
commenced to ditingulsh thelr relative clan- 
positions’ and kindred, Soon after this the 
worship of God was developed into a ystem, 

with ds finlte forms and ceremonies. 

When the people were clvilized endugh to 
secognize thelr fathers, laws rdefining and 
teguiatiog the domestic ‘arid -soclal states 
were made and enforced, The worship of 
ancestors took concrete form. It _ developed 
slowly and in the course of centuries became & 

“aniversal cult among the Chinese nations and 
. tribes. So far as we have béen able to discover 
the first Ancestral Temple was ballt by the 
Emperor Ching Tong in the. year 1766, BC. 
This event followed the equally important ones 
avhen the Emperors Yoa 2nd Shun {ass7aass 
B.C.) established departments of Sacrificial Rites, 
of Kung Chah, 1879-2848 
of Ghosts and Spirita was 
recepnized officially, Atter the first Ancestral 
Temple was ‘built by Ching Tong, the first 
faneral rite was performed by Tal Muh Jn 1649 
B.C., andthe fint Emperor who decreed the 
perlod of mourning to be fixed at three yess was, 
‘Wuh Ting {o 1324 B.C., snd this law isas good 
* ta day as it was then The worship of ancestora 
: gp now practiced, must have been the ontcome 
‘of (bese previous ceremonies, and Confactus was 
therefore not: the originator, but meiely the 
Instructor in his domain, He collected and 
‘classified all the customs of this class and com, 
marded bis disciples to observe them. He went 
further and insisted that the worship of ancestors 
waa one ef the first duties of haman kind. He 
aid to one of bis disctpes one day “worship 
amo other. but the spirits of your owa, 
ancestors,” and—"If you do worship them, 
worship in the same way os yeu would if 
they were clive.” . Confuclous madeno technleal 
comment and lald down notsws upon the subject, 
put observed tke custome in vogue with profound 
respect, because they were the dologs of past 
‘sages. He did not call such worship the act or 
sperformance of any rellplous rite. Ho despleed 
formal religion and desired aul to learn and 
teach such things as made his life happier and 
better, and no more, The worship of ancestors 
isa thing belonging to this life. Whena map 
dles, whether bigh or low, rich cr poor, he ls 
always desfroat to have bis name survive. This 
may be a modified ‘phase ‘of the yearning for 
Inimortallly or {t may be personal ide, yat it 
fs the Inducement for a person to pbtain name 
acd{ame, Thus it is that berolsm apd: self. 
sacrifice are eo often. the outcome of ancestzal 
worship. It means nothing more then the 
commemoration of the dead, Confucius held 
this view through all bis teachings, and in some 
ormaor another the ceremony hes performed 
sor the prinelple observed, by all the. nations ia 
‘the world from time immemorial. No Chineso 
wwriter has ever written against {t, and even the 
“bitterest enemies of Confeclas and. Mefclas im 
philosophy, viz, Yaog Cho Moh Dib, were 
wise enough nottodlscountenance this rite, The 
Buddhists and Taolats were equally segactous 
and introduced the form of worship into thelr 
religion, On.this account they were success 
to a wonderful extent In thelp teachings, when 
otherwise they would bave been piter fallares.

Both 
West ard Eastact alike but the West commemo- 
gates the man who protects or bencfits the com- 
munity, the East the man who prrscives the 
family and the Individual All Chinese are 
expected to worship thelr ancestors, They are 
not compelled todo so by the. law but by the 
dictates of human natare, There ts no law 
for the punishment cf a man who refuses to 
worship, bot they protect him fn the worshipping 
whenever occagton requires. To an official at 
hié post who asks bis superiors for leave of 
absence for the purpese ‘of worshipping bis 
anceitcrs at a distant place soch leave is 
lovarlably granted. A mas 
hundreds of miles, if bis means. afford tt, 
for the purpose of Being present at ‘the grand 
anogal of seml-innoal worship {n bls clan's 
ancestral ball. This hall conteisa tablets of all 
the ancestors of the clan. If the decendants 
amocnt toa greater number than the bal! can 
hold, then they are divided according to branches, 
and to cach branch.{s allotted a temple of its 
own 3 bat the main ons moat be first respect 
by all metnbers of the clan and every sacrifice 
offered on Its great altar, Alter thls the branches 
repale to thelr respective temples and there 
commemorate: thelr family past. Age and 
distance of descant are the basis of precedence, 

Now to return to the family tablets. 
Daring the year the fsmily must barn incense 
and wax candles or lamps in the morning 
and-evening, This fs to show tho extent 
of respect they have for thelr anteceden's 
The theory is that no member abould ever 


forget for a moment bis or her progenitors. As 


this Is Impossible In practice, the ceremony of 
slowly burning: incense was invented as 8 
makeshift. ‘It was probably of Buddhist crigio, 
for Conlucitis never mentioned itis bisteachings. 
Au theceremony, Besides its beauty and bygjenle 
value, was hanniess and easy to be cariied out, 
every Chinaman .has adopted it, Even officials 
do ft In stale. cfferings. The simplest med: 
of worship Is to burn three ati ks of incense and 
one pair of candles, kneeling on the floor three 
times and each time bowlug thrice, 

On New Year's day, or at any of the celebra- 
tlons of a famolly, the altar and table in front of, 
the tablets are gorgeously decorated with flowers, 
eatabls, frul's and sweetmeits. When friends 
or near acquanitances enter the hatse, their first 
duty {s to kneel down before the tablets and 
how three times, they then rlte_and pay thelr 
Zowlow to the boat andto the different members 
ofthe family, After thie they chin-chin to the 
host's friends who had srrived before. 

‘The tablets are considered to be the actual 


host or head of the family. .Many of the new 


achool of Buddhists belleve that the tablets. 
serve at a connecting Iink between the two 
worlds, and that the homage ard respect paid to 
them by the Ilving are beard and sees, sppre- 


Nelated and enjoyed by the spiri’s of the dead. 


‘As I have sald before, there is no law in force to 
compel a man to worship hisancestors. ‘There Is 
no legal penalty, bat there [s a scvere punlshment 
nevertheless. Conclence and remorse are bound 
to-affect the wrongdoer. He-incors the condem- 
pation of bis friends, the loaacf his relatives’ love 
aad the contempt of society at large. So far as 
morallty is a due respect for publicopinion, every 
moral man worshios regularly. Often the 
family or clan take the law {oto thelr own hands. 
Aman may smash bis grandfather's tablet or 
any of bis own ancestors, and If he is the only 
surviving decendant there will be no immediate 
harm to anybedy orto himself. Public opision 
will simply prosoance him = madman. But 
when there are other descendants cf bis race, he 
is apt to be punished by the clan in a very sum- 
mary manner, especially ifthey are of s pious 
disposition, the severity of the punishments de 
pendieg upon thelr tenlency or severity, 
Accestot worship is rot, it willthus be seen, & 
worship In the strict sense cf the word, It has 
nothlag to do with divialty, heaven or hell, Ti 
fs an extension of filial plety and love from the 
living to the dead, It is an expression of 
gratitede to those frcm whom we draw our life. 
our homes and our bappincss, It is an open 
declaration of Immortality, and more than all, ft 
is an intense falth fo the doctrine that (hose who 
loved and cared for us (nthe Ille, who labored 
and suffered that we mi,ht enjoy, have not been 
changed by death, bot love and care for us to-

When ‘therefore, Christianity Invades China 
and denounces our oldest and dearest faith, 
when the Missionary declares it to “be false 
and perniclous and its believers pittable Pagans, 
when he teaches that our ancestors are dead tu
